today. 

Negotiations were to be re- 
sumed this afternoon in the of- 
fices of the Federal Mediation 
Service, in the old Federal 
building, Eighth and Olive 
streets. Both sides agreed to 
attend at the request of fed- 
eral mediators, who had taken 
part in the negotiations which 
broke off Saturday midnight 
when the strike began. 

State Session Called. 

A meeting of negotiating 
committees also has been called 
by Rogers for 10 a.m. tomor- 
row at Sheraton-Jefferson Ho-.| 
tel. The announcement called 
for “prompt action in the pub- | 
lic interest.” 

Joseph Appelbaum, interna- 
tional vice president of the 
AFL-CIO Oil, Chemical & 
Atumic Workers, said the union | 
executive committee, which is 
bitterly opposed to state inter- 
vention, would decide whether 
to send representatives to the 
session called by Rogers 

Rogers, sent here last Satur- 
day with instructions to keep 
the Governor fully advised of 
the situation, was dispatched to 
Kansas City, where it was re- 
ported a serious labor dispute 
had developed between the 
Kansas City Power & Light 
Co., and its employes. He was 
expected to return here late to- 
day in a Highway Patrol plane. 

Homes Without Gas. 

Meanwhile, several hundred 
homes in north St. Louis county 
were reported without gas be- 
cause valves were turned off; 
two strikers were arrested by 
Ferguson police when seen near 
a shutoff valve leading into a’ 
chain vrocery, and reports’ of 
“gas leaks’ were described as 
resulting from the throwing of 
a gas odorant by unidentified 
persons. The odorant normal- 
ly is added as a safety measure 
to natural gas, which has .no 
odor. the company saic. 

Gas service to the restaurant 
{n the new administration build- 
ing at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
was cut off early today. The 
restaurant, which also handles 
the catering service for the va- 
rious airlines, was forced to re- 
sort to cold plates and sand- 
wiches. 

Hot coffee, however, was 
available, the coffee urns being 
heated with steam from the ter- 
minal building's boiler room in 
an adjacent building which was 
not affected by the interruption 
of gas service. 

Tool of Utilities. 

Referring to possible state 
seizure of the gas company, 
Appelbaum declared: “We do 
not intend to use any facility 
that is discriminatory in its 
makeup and which denies the 
right of free collective bargain- 
ing.” Describing the King- 
Thompson Act as “the tool of 
the utility companies,” Appel- 
baum said the union position Is 
that gas workers come within 
the scope of federal jurisdiction 
“and the Federal Conciliation 
Service is competent to handle 
the matter.” 

The King-Thompson Act, out- 
lined in Section 295.200, Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, makes it | 
unlawful to “call, incite, sup- | 
port or participate in any strike

KHRUSHCHEV SAYS 
WORLD WAR CAN 
START IN MID-EAST 


CAIRO, July 2 (UP)—Soviet 
Communist boss Nikita Khrush- 
chev believes that ‘war between 
Israel and the Arab. states 
would mean World War III,” 
the independent newspaper Al 
Ahram reperted yesterday. 

The newspaper printed an 
interview which quoted 
Khrushchey as charging that 
Israel is “launching aggressive 
attacks” against its Arab neigh- 
bors to insure its supplies of 
aid from the West. 

He told Ahram correspond- 
ent Zakaria Neel that all the 
Arabs have to do is be patient, 
strong and united and “all the 
results will be in their favor.” 

Neel quoted Khrushchev as 
saying that Israel is an ‘“‘im- 
perialist creation.”

ADM. FECHTELER GIVES UP

NAPLES, Italy, July 2 (AP)—

Laclede Gas Company proposal to arbitrate turned 

down....unions refuse to negotiate new contract.... 

reject offered 17.6 cents increase over two years... 
no issue of reduced employment 


HERE ARE THE FACTS 


Company and union representatives began negotiations 
in early June on terms of a new labor contract to take the place 
of the one that expired Saturday, June 30, at midnight. On 
June 18, the unions refused to negotiate further because of 
a dispute over the right of the company to adopt certain poli- 
cies regarding the sale and installation of gas heating equip- 
ment. 


The policies and the need for them were explained 
to union representatives immediately after progress in the de- 
velopment of our underground storage made it possible to 
announce the company could extend househeating service to 
more customers. Meetings with the unions were held for dis- 
cussion of these policies. The unions absolutely refuséd to 
accept the company policies—policies the company believes 
are by their very nature within the area of management’s re- 
sponsfbilities and duties. 


In spite of the company’s conviction that its position on 


these policy matters is fundamentally important and com- | 


pletely correct, nevertheless Laclede felt it could not permit 
a strike to occur if there were anything in its power that could 
be done to prevent it. 


Accordingly, last Friday morning, June 29, the company 
proposed to the union that the policy dispute be submitted to 
arbitration. This, the company hoped, would permit an im- 
mediate resumption of negotiations for a new contract and 
avert a strike. 


IN A FINAL EFFORT TO AVERT THE STRIKE, THE 
COMPANY RENEWED THIS OFFER OF ARBITRATION 
LATE SATURDAY NIGHT AND AGREED IT WOULD 
ABIDE BY A DECISION ON THIS POLICY DISPUTE 
REACHED BY A BOARD OF ARBITRATORS MADE UP 
OF A UNION REPRESENTATIVE, A COMPANY REPRE.- 
SENTATIVE AND A THIRD PERSON TO BE NAMED BY 
ANY ONE OF THE FOLLOWING WIDELY KNOWN ST. 
LOUIS JURISTS: ETHAN A. H. SHEPLEY, CHANCELLOR 
OF WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY, AND THE THREE 
JUDGES OF THE UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT IN 
ST. LOUIS, GEORGE H. MOORE, RUBEY M. HULEN, AND 
ROY W. HARPER. 


AT THE SAME TIME, THE COMPANY MADE A 
FURTHER OFFER ON WAGES. 


The fact is that, on June 18, the day union negotiators 
broke off contract discussions, Laclede had made an offer of 
a wage increase of 41, per cent—amounting to an average 
increase of about 10 cents an hour. Good progress had been 
made in bargaining on other points. It looked as though the 
outcome would be agreement on a new contract. 


Late Saturday, the company’s new wage offer was an 
additional 31 per cent to be granted automatically with a 
start of a second year under a two-year contract. This would 
have brought the total average increase, effective in the 
second year, to more than 17.6 cents per hour. This would 
have represented a wage increase more than sufficient to 
keep Laclede employees in the front rank of the entire na- 
tional gas industry, where they have been for years. 


The unions, however, refused to arbitrate the policy dis- 
pute. They refused to resume negotiations for an equitable 
new contract. Instead, they took the strike action that can 
have the most serious and dangerous consequences for the 
community. 


So much for the immediate background of the strike. 
Here are the two points of company policy which the union 
refused to accept and further refused to submit to impartial 
outside arbitration: 


1. SALE OF GAS HEATING EQUIPMENT 


As a practical matter, the company has not sold gas heat- 
ing appliances since 1952, because it had no gas available 
for new heating conversions. The company informed the 


union it would not at this time resume the sale and installa- 


tion of such equipment. 


On the face of it, it appears to Laclede that it ought to 
be the right of any company management to decide what it 
will sell and what it won’t sell. Surely this sort of fundamental 
policy decision is not one that can be dictated by a labor 
union. : 


The company has not, however, exercised its prerogative 
in an arbitrary way. A full explanation of the reasons for 
the policy was made to the union representatives. 


It was pointed out that what Laclede has to sell is fuel. 
Laclede sells gas appliances only to promote the increased use 
of gas. There is no need for Laclede to sell gas heating appli- 
ances since there are many established dealers in the commu- 
nity able to provide needed equipment for the limited number 
of new customers to whom permits can be issued to convert 
to gas heating. Indeed, as a matter of simple fairness, Laclede 
felt it could not take competitive advantage of its possession 
of the list of applicants to take the business away from estab- 


lished dealers. 


The union not only refused to accept this company 
policy; it refused to submit the matter to impartial outside 
arbitration. 


2. CONNECTING FUEL LINES 


The company has decided it will discontinue the waste- 
ful and unreasonable practice of requiring customers or cus- 
tomers’ contractors to call in Laclede service employees to 
do a small and unimportant portion of the installation work 
on the customer’s own premises. The company policy is no 
longer to make the “riser”? connection when new heating 
equipment is installed—that is, connect the customer’s own 
new fuel line to his own existing gas pipe in his own house. 
There is not another major utility in the country that follows 
this wasteful practice, which causes unnecessary inconven- 
ience and delay to customers. 


In the past, a contractor making an installation has been 
required to halt his work and call in Laclede service people 
to make this simple connection the contractor himself could 
complete on the spot. This has meant that the contractor 
could not test his installation before a Laclede man came in 
to make the fuel connection. The result was that, when La- 
celde’s service man made the riser connection and inspected 
the contractor’s work, it was often necessary for the contractor 
to be called back again to make adjustments in his installation 
that could have been made in the first place if he had been 
able to connect up and test his work. 


The company’s new policy will require inspection by La- 
clede employees as soon as the contractor has made and tested 
his installation and shut down the equipment. This procedure 
will give greater assurance of perfect safety and make possible 
a better inspection than we could make in the past. Now the 
contractor will be able to test his work and satisfy himself it is 
ready to be inspected. The result will be better, faster and 
more complete work and improved service to customers. 


These, then, are the policies which the unions refuse to 
accept. [TIT MUST BE STRESSED THAT THEY CANNOT 
POSSIBLY HAVE THE EFFECT OF REDUCING EMPLOY- 
MENT. There is, on the contrary, every reasonable ground to 
expect that the upward trend of Laclede employment—up 
40 per cent since the conversion of the system for natural gas 
—will continue for a substantial time, as the further develop- 
ment of Storage makes it possible for us to serve many

thousands more heating customers. y 


Indeed, the company and its employees stand at the 
start of a period of the greatest opportunity. We are just be- 
ginning a time of fundamental expansion of service made pos- 
sible by the success of underground storage. 


The present strike can have no effect but to hurt the 
community, the employees and the company. 


As it has continuously during the past two weeks, La- 
clede stands ready to negotiate the terms of a new contract 
at any time. 


To the community and to employees and their repre- 
sentatives the company pledges it will do everything it can 
to contribute to a prompt settlement consistent with man- 
agement’s responsibility to conduct Laclede’s business in 
the public interest.

Long-Term Doubt. 

Several economists had long- 
term doubts. Wrote one: “A 
decline in capital outlays by 
business is inevitable—if not 
next year, thenin 1958. This will 
lead .to a severe’ business 
slump.” Another declared that 
a tax cut is needed to avert 
depression. 

Nevertheless, the overall ver- 
dict was: “Gradual improve- 
ment.” The consensus puts to- 
tal production of goods and 
services 1 per cent above pres- 
ent levels by the year-end, 2 
per cent by mid-1957, and 3 
per cent by the end of 1957. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
index of industrial production, 
now at 142, will be steady for 
about 12 months, then rise to 
the high of 144 reached last 
December. Outlays on plant and 
equipment will also be steady 
—this, in spite of recent sur- 
veys indicating more and big- 
ger projects. 

Housing starts, now at a rate 
of 1,100,000 per year, will climb 
slowly to about 1,150,000. The

Baldwin, 54 years old, lived 
in the 5100 block of Delmar 
boulevard and operated a tav- 
ern at Union boulevard and 
Easton avenue in recent years. 
He had been allowed to return 
to St. Louis on his assurance 
that he would stay out of 
trouble. 

He was arrested repeatedly 
in 1938 following a murderous 
attack on Lee Baker, Negro 
State witness whose testimony 
was the principal factor in the 
conviction on a bombing charge 
of Isadore Londe, hoodlum as- 
sociate of Baldwin who report- 
edly helped Baldwin and others 
take over the bartenders’ Local 
51 here. 

Baldwin topped a list of “red- 
hots, gunmen and their ilk” 
whom police were determined 
to drive from the city. Baldwin 
filed suit at one pornt to keep 
police from arresting him but 
withdrew it after he agreed to 
leave St. Louis. 

Following the police investi- 
gation of the attack on Baker, 
Baldwin and other officers of | 


the bartenders’ local were 
ousted by the _ international 
union. 


During prohibition days, 
Baldwin operated the notorious 
Plantation Inn. In 1924, he was 
convicted of robbery and sen- 
tenced to a five-year prison 
term. He obtained a new trial. 
however, and the charge was 
dismissed. 

In 1929, he was arrested for 
the holdup and murder of 
Toddie Phelps, an Overland 
bank cashier.

MAN GIVEN 12 YEARS 
IN NARUUTICS CASE 


Ex-Convict Pleads Guilty 
to Federal Charges— 
Fined $2000. 


Jesse Alexander, Chicago ex- 
convict, was sentenced to 12 
years in a penitentiary and 
fined $2000 today by United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen after Alexander pleaded 
guilty of conspiring to transport 
narcotics between states and 
sell the narcotics in violation of 
the Harrison act. 

Alexander, 44 years old, has 
been described by the United 
States Narcotics Bureau as one 
of the country’s largest whole- 
salers in narcotics, receiving 
smuggled goods from New York 
and distributing them to other 
large cities in this country. He 
is a Negro. 

His conviction was based on 
testimony by Mrs. Ella Baugh 
of Chicago that she brought 
from Chicago and sold here 214 
ounces of heroin for $425 in 
May 1955 and two more ounces 
for $400 in June 1955. 

In each case she sold the nar- 
cotics to undercover agents of 
the narcotics bureau. Mrs. 
Baugh, a Negro, has pleaded 
guilty of these offenses and is 
awaiting sentence. 

Last November Alexander in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment 82 
times in response to questions 
in a Senate committee hearing 
on the narcotics traffic. 

Assistant United States At- 
torney Robert C. Tucker pro- 
duced records showing Alexan- 
der was sentenced in Chicago 
to two years in a penitentiary 
for a violation of the narcotics 
act in 1941 and to three years 
for a Similar offense in 1952.

These poetic words about the uncertainties 
of the wind, recorded by one of the New Testa- 
ment writers 2000 years ago, took on awesome 
meaning in paraphrase at the Senate subcom- 
mittee hearing on air power, 

Senator Duff, Pennsylvania’s Republican, 
who is a ‘member of the subcommittee of which 
Senator Symington is chairman, put a per- 
ceptive question to the witness, Lt. Gen. James 
M. Gavin, chief of Army research and develop- 
ment. 

What Senator Duff wanted to know was this: 

If the United States got into a nuclear «ar 
and our strategic air force made an assault in 
force against Soviet Russia with nuclear weap- 
ons and the weapons were exploded so that the 
prevailing winds would carry them southeast 
over Russia, “what would be the effect in the 
way of death’? 

Gen. Gavin's reply was as follows: 

Current planning estimates run on the 
order of several hundred million deaths. 
That would be either way, depending on 
which way the bind blew. 

If the wind blew to the southeast they 
(the deaths) would be mostly in the U.S.S.R., 
aithough they would extend into the Jap- 
anese islands and perhaps down into the 
Philippine area. 

If the wind blew the other way, they 
would extend well back into Western 
Europe. 

Senator Jackson of Washington, a member 
of the subcommittee, said he was shocked by 
release of this testimony. Well he might be. Well 
might be every American citizen for we can be 
sure that our allies overseas will be shocked 
when the burden of it reaches them. 


For Gen. Gavin's testimony seems to say 
that not only are we in danger of a nuclear 
war, but that we are running that risk on such 
a basis that the incalculable casualties will de- 
pend on something no more certain than the 
direction of the wind at the time. 


There is a question that needs to be asked 
before the one from Senator Duff which brought 
out Gen. Gavin's astonishing disclosure. This is 
whether or not the substitution of nuclear 
weapons for conventional weapons does not 
make for an eventual nuclear war. 


Writing about the underlying struggle be- 
tween the Army and the Navy on the one hand 
and the Air Force on the other, James B. 
Reston Bf The New York Times wrote only a 
few days ago: 

Every cut in the Army increases the re- 
liance of the United States on air-atomic 
warfare. The Army has already been on 
back to the point where its capacity to fight 
a Korean-type war with conventional weap- 
ons is seriously questioned. 

Defense Secretary Wilson has hinted that 
there are more cuts to come, and it is re- 
liably reported that the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Radford, is 
tending more and more to support addi- 
tional reliance on air-atomic power at the 
expense of Army strength. 

If this process goes on, will not all wars, 
or even police actions, become atomic war” 
This is the philosophical question that is 
at the root of the controversy. 


The Post-Dispatch’s military analyst, Brig. 
Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), has pointed to 
this danger and we have called attention to it 
on this page. But any doubts that have been 
cited before come up in far greater strength 
now that Gen. Gavin says that the Defense De- 
partment is basing any prospective death toll 
on something no more settled than “which way 
the wind blew.” 

Surely no one will seriously argue that all 
our defense eggs should be placed in the 
nuclear war basket. Surely no one is so econ- 
omy inclined that he is willing to risk the end 
of civilization in order to have the cheapest 
cost defense system. Surely the United States 
must be prepared for war, large or small, 
declared or undeclared. Surely here is a prob- 
lem on which the President and the nation must 
do some hard, serious, prayerful thinking. 
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Venture in Private Planning 

The lovely rolling hills of St. Louis county 
for so they once were) are dotted with subdi- 
visions which consist of houses jammed to- 
gether. There also are some real estate develop- 
ments designed with an eye to schools and 
stores and recreational facilities. But our Sunday 
real estate page reported that the company which 
is building Carrollton, ‘west of Lindbergh and 
north of Natural Bridge, is going a step further. 

Carrollton’s 1200 future home owners will 
also own a large community center. It will jn- 
clude a modern building with kitchen, one or 
two swimming pools and a park with picnic 
area, softball diamonds and tennis courts. This 
will be an intrinsic part of the $22,500,000 real 
estate development. 

“Subdivision planners can no longer exist 
merely by building subdivisions,” says Edward 
F. Fischer of Fischer and Frichtel, Inc., the de- 
velopment company. “They must create com- 
munities.” 

We would add that too many subdividers so 
far have merely built subdivisions, and while 
there is nothing new in the idea of advance 
community planning, it is an especially welcome 
sight when adopted for a private development 
in St. Louis county. 
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Applause for the Aldermen 
It has been a long time since the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen has put in as productive 
and constructive a day as it did last Friday. 
Among other things, the aldermen adopted 
progressive measures that would: 


Permit the city to participate with St. 
Louis county in a metropolitan youth com- 
mission. 

Authorize the Mayor to enter into con- 
tracts with the county and W. C. Gilman & 
Co. for the long-awaited survey of transit 
and transportation in the metropolitan area. 

Appropriate $12,607,791 for such major 
improvements as the city’s share of right- 
of-way costs of the Mark Twain and Daniel “” 
Boone Expressways, development of parks 
in connection with the plaza improvement 
plan, and a host of other projects that will 
help transform the face of the city. 

Create a commission to insure that fair 
«employment practices will be followed by 
those enjoying city contracts. 

Extend daylight saving time for an extra 
month in October. 

Permit the city to condemn land in Baden 
for a municipal parking lot. 


This list is impressive. It represents a very 
good day’s work and is a fine portent for mu- 
nicipal progress. Every alderman who had a 
hand in compiling this record deserves the 
community’s thanks. This is especially true of 
the Jeadership in the board displayed by Board 
President Donald Gunn and Majority Floor 
Leader James W. Noonan of the Third Ward. 

The Board will meet once more before re- 
cessing for the summer. That meeting is sched- 
uled for July 13. By then Aldermen Gunn and 
Noonan and their colleagues ought fo be pre-

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Settle Them at the Table 


The second half of the fourth Eisenhower year 
started with a wave of labor troubles. Most 
serious of course is that of the steelworkers. 
About 650,000 members of the steel unions are 
idle following the breakdown in negotiations 
between their leaders and representatives of the 
management side of the great steel industry. 

Here in St. Louis one strike happily ended 
after only two days’ duration—that at the An- 
heuser-Busch plant. There the disagreement 
was over the terms of a wage increase in a two- 
year contract. But the strike of 2200 employes 
of the Laclede Gas Co. went on. Service is 
continuing but there are hazards in attempting 
to operate a gas utility without the assistance 
of its full complement of workers. 

Thanks to an extension of 48 hours in the con- 
tract time, a strike of Union Electric Co. operat- 
ing engineers that might have started Saturday 
midnight was temporarily averted. This was 
because the company made a new wage offer 
and the union kept the men at work while it 
was under consideration. 

Both Laclede Gas and Union Electric are pub- 
lic utilities and the smooth operation of each is 
vital tothe welfare of St. Louis. In each in- 
stance management and labor are under moral 
obligation as well as legal compulsion to work 
out their differences at the conference table 
without a breakdown In service. 

An urgent question about the steel strike, 
which already is costly in both wages and pro- 
duction, is whether the Federal Mediation Serv- 
ice should have waited until time ran out before 
recognizing the danger of a complete shutdown 
in this vital industry. 

Joseph F. Finnegan, mediation director, has 
just now said that he will attempt to bring the 
union and the management representatives to- 
gether to “discuss the status of the situation ‘and 
see if and how we can be helpful.” 

This essentially hands-off attitude is in 
marked contrast to the promise held out by 
Candidate Eisenhower in September, 1952, when 
he spoke before the AFL in New York. He said: 


It is time we got some responsible lead- 
ership in the Government. Consider how 
woefully inefficient is our Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service. Federal me- 
diation has fallen into such disrepute that 
our people have forgotten what it can do. 


The steel strike is grave enough that the 
President would do well to call Director Finne- 
gan to Gettysburg, learn the facts first-hand and 
proceed to show what the mediation service 
“can do.” 
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Great Expectations 

Our Cardinals’ double-barreled defeat by Cin- 
cinnati requires what economists call a quanti- 
tative, not a qualitative, analysis. The Cards 
played a lot of baseball. They produced 30 hits, 
including nine for extra bases. (They also gave 
up 29.) They used 22 players in the first game, 
Depth, that is. 
They went to bat 86 times. ‘To top the statistics, 
they drew a big crowd of nearly 30,000, who no 
doubt expected a repetition of the Cincinnati 
defeats of the two days before. If so, the fans 
should have left with Alexander Pope’s thought. 
which may be taken as a cardinal rule: “Blessed 
is he who expects nothing, for he shall never 
be disappointed.” 


Air Traffic Control and Death 


Every indication thus far in the crashing 
of two luxury airliners in the Grand Canyon of 
Arizona leads to the conclusion that they collid- 
ed. The two eastbound planes set out from Los 
Angeles three minutes apart, the faster United 
Air Lines DC-7 behind the Trans World Air 
Lines Constellation, rode into the turbulence of 
a thunderstorm and were found in the canyon 
less than a mile apart. 

Out of 20 mid-air collisions which have in- 
volved airliners in the past 15 years, eight have 
resulted in passenger fatalities. The Grand Can- 
yon crashes, with a total of 128 deaths, will set 
a record for a single commercial air accident 
if it is established beyond any doubt in the Civil 
Aeronautics Bureau investigation that the two 
planes did collide. 

The present air traffic control system for 
planes is so outmoded that practically all avia- 
tion leaders, both civilian and military, have 
been urging for more than a year that something 
should be done. Lt. Gen. Joseph Smith, Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service head, said last year: 


I understand that lack of progress has 
been due to inability of the air traffic con- 
trol agency to obtain necessary funds to 
fulfill these requirements. The cost of a 
mid-air collision of one of our B-47s and a 
passenger-laden Super Connie would buy a 
lot of high-altitude control. 


A survey in which the nation’s air lines co- 
operated shows that on every day in the year 
there are at least four incidents in which air- 
liners have uncomfortably close avoidances of 
collision. Most of these occur near airports but 
the accident of last Saturday happened on a 
heavily-used route over desert wastelands., 

President Eisenhower took direct action last 
February to lessen the dangers of the air routes 
when he appointed Edward P. Curtis to be his 
Special Assistant for Aviation Facilities. He 
acted after a special Government advisory group 
reported that it was “imperative” that something 
be done to unsnar! the traffic jam in the skies 
and also prepare for the advent of the jet air- 
liner. Little has been heard from Mr. Curtis 
but it was expected that his assignment would 
require 18 months or so for completion. 

The Grand Canyon catastrophe emphasizes the 
need for speedily attaining a better system of 
air traffic control. 


They Did Not Believe Him 

A.blow has been struck for progress in the 
development of commercial atomic power. The 
Joint House-Senate Atomic Energy Committee 
has voted to recommend to Congress a program 
to build $400,000,000 in atomic reactors. 

This action of the joint committee is a stiff 
rebuke to Adm, Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. It not only 
rejects his policy of leaving the development 
entirely up to private enterprise. It also rejects 
his report that enough is being done already. 

These rebukes to the AEC chairman, who 
has run things on the commission with a hard 
and virtually lone hand except for Commission- 
er Thomas E. Murray, are doubly impressive be- 
cause théy are bipartisan. Republicans and 

ocrats alike joined in them. Four members 
abstained from voting, but not a single member 
of either party voted in support of Strauss. 

It is now up to Congress to act on the com- 
mittee’s recommendation. The debate of the 
past several Weeks should leave no doubt as to 
the facts of their import. Stripped of partisan- 
ship and academic ideas about public or private 
power, the only question is whether this country 
means to maintain leadership in the Atomic Age

What has happened to the honest- 
elections bill? 

Voters are already asking that ques- 
tion and they are going to be asking 
it more and more insistently as the 
months go by, unless Congress acts up- 
on a measure already too long deferred. 

When Senator Case (Rep.), South 
Dakota, rose in the Senate Feb. 2 to dis- 
close improper efforts to influence his 
vote on the gas bill by a $2500 campaign 
contribution, he presented the country 
with a specific ex- 
ample of election- 
law weakness with 
which all informed 
persons already 
were acquainted. 

This example 
aroused and 
alarmed the coun- 
try and persuaded 
the President to 
veto the gas bill. 
The alarm did not 
arise from the feel- 
ing that the Case 
incident was 
unique. It sprang 
from the apprehen-

‘sion that it.might be typical. The Con- 


gress was confronted with a public de- 
mand for action. Citizens recognized 
that doubts had been raised about the 
integrity of the election apparatus upon 
which the whole structure of our elect- 
ed government rests. 


The Senate responded in three ways. 


It launched an immediate inquiry in- 
to the Case incident. 


It established a bipartisan committee 
to investigate the broader questions of 
campaign contributions and elections. 


It went to work on an honest-elec- 
tions law to be passed at this session. 


Five Months Later 


Now, five months later, where are 
these projects? 

The immediate inquiry abundantly 
confirmed Senator Case's suspicions 
that the contribution to his campaign 
was intended to influence his vote, but 
the persons guilty of this brazen at- 
tempt to subvert the Government of 
the United States escaped with nothing 
worse than censure. 

The broader inquiry has not yet got 
off the ground. Certainly it is not go- 
ing to produce any legislation before 
the election. 

The elections reform bill seems to 
have been forgotten by the Senate. 

On Feb. 25, Senate Democratic and 
Republican leaders said they were work- 
ing toward a campaign spending reform 
bill to be adopted “in time to cover this 
year’s elections.” 

On Feb. 26, Senator Johnson (Dem.), 
Texas, talked about a bill that “will put 
the influence peddler in a strait jacket.” 

On Feb. 29, Senator Johnson intro- 
duced in the Senate a new elections bill 
having bipartisan leadership support. 

By March 4, a majority of the Senate 
had signed the bill. Subsequent sup- 
port brought the number of supporting 
Senators to 85. 

That was in March. The Senate was 


faced with the necessity of action to 
restore public confidence. Some citi- 
zens were demanding a real, scourging 
investigation. Some were hoping for 
an old-fashioned witch hunt that would 
hold many members up to contempt 
and scorn. Some were charging whole- 
sale corruption of the Senate. 


To many thoughtful citizens and to 
many Senators, an honest-elections bill, 
to prevent future abuses, seemed a 
more constructive approach. So a 
“tame” investigation was launched and 
expectations turned to the bill. 


Difficulties in the Way 


And now it begins to look as though 
this Congress would produce neither a 
thoroughgoing investigation nor a re- 
form bill. 

Public clamor has died down. Popu- 
lar excitement has diminished. Perhaps 
some Senators think the whole thing 
can be shelved, without too much public 
protest. They may think it, but they 
are mistaken. 


Citizens have been quieted by the 
promise of an elections bill. If it be- 
comes apparent that they are not going 
to get it, their excitement will return, 
their alarm will be renewed and their 
anxieties about the integrity of their 
Government will be revived. And prop- 
erly so. 

In fairness to Senator Johnson and 
others who have worked on the honest- 
elections bill, it must be acknowledged 
that many difficulties have been en- 
countered. 


However, most of the problems of 
compromising honest differences have 
been solved. Senator Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee, who did not indorse the bill 
because he had hoped for an outright 
ban on interstate contributions, has 
agreed to go along with it, if it will re- 
quire reports on interstate contributions 
well in advance of election and forbid 
interstate contributions to wipe out 
campaign deficits. 


Only Honesty Required 

It must be acknowledged that this Is 
a very modest and conservative bill— 
deliberately and purposely so contrived 
to permit action at this session. It 
really requires only the honest report- 
ing of election contributions. It is the 
very minimum that citizens have a right 
to expect of a Senate interested in its 
own integrity and in the honesty of 
elections generally. 

Of course there are difficulties in 
getting the bill passed. Some of them 
are troublesome. Whatever they are, it 


ought to be possible to put through a 


bill signed by 85 Senators, supported 
by the leadership of both political par- 
ties and widely favored in the House. 

If it is not put through, every mem- 
ber of the Senate and every Representa- 
tive had better be prepared to answer 
the question: “What happened to the 
honest-elections bill?” 

And each member had better be pre- 
pared for the public reception of his 
answer, for there is no decent, honor- 
able and satisfactory answer, except: 
“We passed it.”

Now that many Americans seem to 
prefer a mild, paternal compromise we 
may think these qualities refreshing. 
Mr. Truman has never despised the cut 
and thrust of debate. 

A university which must live by it 
has therefore one more reason for 
honoring it.

THE HOUSE AT ADAMPUR, by Anand Lall. (Al- 
fred A. Knopf, New York, 245 pgs.. $3.50.) 

Arnand Lall is the same man as Ar- 
thur Lall, India’s permanent representa- 
tive to the United Nations. A scholarly 
diplomat and an Oxford man, he has 
chosen to write of the years just pre- 
ceding India’s independence in the 
form of a novel. 


In it he tells the story of two genera- 
tions involved in the independence 
movement. As individuals, his charac- 
ters have the varying responses to great 
events that individuals everywhere must 
have: some utterly failed to understand 
what was going on, some rémained al- 
most unchanged, and others threw 
themselves into the cause not always 
with happy personal results. 


It is not a “propaganda” novel, but an 
attempt to describe the lives of a cer- 
tain fairly restricted group of Indians. 
They are distinctly upper-class Indians, 
not all Brahmans, but not at all repre- 
sentative of the mass of India’s people, 
either.

outside, you'll have to limit 
yourself to what can be done 
inside, 

You can help keep your home 
from becoming damp and musty 
in summer by airing it only 
when the weather outside is 
drier and cooler than the air 
indoors. On hot humid days, try 
to keep the house closed as 
much as possible. Once the 
house has become damp, port- 
able electric fans are very help- 
ful. Use them on dry days to 
ventilate and air the rooms. 

It may sound a little crazy 
but one of the best ways to dry 
out a house is to turn on the 
heat for a short time. If you 
can warm the air inside the 
house a few degrees it will 
absorb a good deal of the mois- 
ture from the house structure 
and furniture, and then if you 
open the windows and allow 
this air to flow outdoors you'll 
have a nice dry home for a 
time. If it’s not practical to 
turn on the heating system in 
the summer for a short period, 
use a small electric heater and 
do one room at atime. Remem- 
ber that the higher you can get 
the temperature of the air in 
the room, the more moisture it 
will be able to absorb but also 
remember that unless you get 
this warm moisture carrying air 
out of the house fast, it will 
soon cool off and deposit the 
moisture back into the house 
structure and furnishings.

Check on Youths

N spite of the compulsory school attendance laws, in spite 
Jo: the attendance officers, in spite of the efforts of the 
teachers to interest and instruct them, many youths are 
loose on the town. They either could not or would not learn 
»% in school. Home had no 

} hold on them. They were 
as content sleeping on the 
cellar floor of an empty 
house as in their homes. 
Out of this group come 
the delinquents. It is they 
who head the gangs, com- 
mit the crimes that are 
startling the people every- 
where they appear. The 
police catch up with some 
of them and they are 
either paroled or sent to 
some residential school for

a short period when, because the place is crowded, they are 


paroled again. The social service workers, the parole offi- 
cers and the judges are sick at heart as they confront the 
youngsters lined up in the courts again and again. 


+ 2? =< 

WE HAVE NOT as yet provided the space, the housing 
and the staffs that we need for the rehabilitation of these 
young boys. So we lose many, and there are those who 
could be redeemed and returned to society as useful citi- 
zens. Some camp schools have been promised, but so far 
I have not: heard of any that have been opened. 

Failing the necessary rehabilition centers, perhaps we 
could help ourselves and these boys by trying prevention. 
Every child is listed in the schools,or churches or boards 
of health. Somewhere, his existence has been recorded. If 
we followed each one to see that he was either in school 
or at work, or in some acceptable way cared for and ac- 
counted for, we could at least make some headway on this 
problem of delinquency. 
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IF A BOY WAS not accounted for in school or at work 
(the attendance officer would have the responsibility for 
knowing), we could place him in school or at work, and the 
social service worker could then follow him up to see that 
he stayed where he belonged. This worker could visit the 
home and begin the necessary education of the parents. 
Failing this, the boy should be placed in the camp school 
we hope to see organized soon. 

To insure that this plan worked, every boy and girl 
should carry an identification card to be produced on re- 
quest by anybody of responsibility anywhere. Now there 
will be the cry of “regimentation!” Yes, this would be a 
degree of regimentation, regimentation of decency, Wouldn't 
it be better to regiment youths in decency than to jail them? 
There seems to be no other alternative where these loose- 
end youths are concerned. They are a threat to the fine 
majority of our youth and to the country. Something should 
be/ done. If not this, what?

In today’s deal Mr. Dale's 
hand qualified for a takeout 
double with plenty to spare. He 
showed these excess values by 
Jumping his partner's forced 
heart bid to the three level. 
Mr. Masters, with a five-card 
suit and a few honor cards, 
was glad to go on to fou’ 

Mr. Abel opened the séven of 
diamonds, the queen was played 
from the board and Mr. Cham- 
pion made the good play of the 
nine spot, leaving the lead ¥ 
dummy. 

The percentage play, missigg 
four cards in a suit, including 
the queen, is to lay down the 
ace and king. But Mr. Masters 
didn’t fancy that play here. 

So he laid down the ace of 
hearts on the off ehance that 
the queen might drop, then 
crossed to his queen of spades, 
led the jack of hearts and fi- 
nessed it. When this held, the 
last trump was picked up and 
the losing diamonds in the 
closed hand went’ on dummy’s 
long spades. 

Mr. Masters ended up with 
12 tricks, losing just one club. 
And if he had garelessly cashed 
the ace and king of hearts at 
his first opportunity, he would 
have made exactly three-odd.

all know, have resulted in violent 
explosion or fe hyxiation. Improp- 
erly adjusted burners can ereate 
deadly and dangerous gases and 
fumes.

3. The inexperienced installer 
could attach a large furnace to a 
small gas feed line. The furnace, 
when lighted, would pull so much 
gas from the line as to cause pilot 
ights or burners to go out on other 
appliances.

4. The inexperienced installer 
could make a leaky connection 
where he cut into the gas feed line. 
Even though the new furnace were 
not used, such gas leak could en- 
danger the house and its occupants,

as to put them under strain, caus- | 
ing leaks to develop at the strained 

point at a later date.

6. In high gas pressure areas, the | 
inexperienced installer could turn 
on the gas too rapidly after instal- 
lation, causing regulator diaphragms | 
to burst and make every appliance 
in the house highly dangerous be- 
cause of excessive gas pressure. |
